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Who are the largest tax payers in 
the city, and what amounts do they 
contribute to the exehequor? These 
questions have frequendly been asked 
but no statement has ever been pub- 
lished in past years, at least since 
civic incorporation, as to what 
amounts are paid by the largest pro- 
perty holders. Of course, it is gea- 
erally known by those who take an [n- 
terest in municipal affairs that the 
Hudson's Bay Company contribute 
the largest amount of taxes, and Me- 
Dougall and Secord are next in order, 
but apart from that there has been 
little information on this question, 

The amount of the levy last year 
was $374,842.30 and of this the Hud- 
son's Bay Company paid nearly one- 
eight upon their sub-divided and un- 
sub-divided property, which makes 
up an area more than one-fifth of 
the entire city, MeDougall and Se- 
cord come next, paying a little over 
one-quarter the amount of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company. Then followa a 
list of over twenty business coneerns 
and private citizens who last year 
paid in by way of taxes sums rang- 
ing from three to one thousand dol- 
lars. There are more than 150 others 
who contribute from one thousand 
dollars down to $300 each, as their 
share towards the municipal receipts, 
In sums of from $300 down there are 
more than six thousand tax payers 
upon real estate, the amount dwind. 
ling down to seventy-three cents. The

BRITAIN IS SWARMING 
WITH THEJUNEMPLOYED 


One Person in Every Thirty-Seven 
a Pauper—Coming Winter Will Be 
Worse Than Last.—Casual Paupers 
Have Increased 75 per cent. in Nine 
Years. ~

. London, Sept, 24—Some appalling fig- 
Rures are being published in the Eng- 
‘ish papers showing the extent of unem- 
» ployment and pauperism in the country. 
That one person in every thirty-seven in 
Engignd and Wales is a pauper is the 
, contMl fact in the statistics just is- 
Sy sued by the local government board. 

«The year 1969 opened with just a little 
short of 1,000,000 persons in receipt of 

ief, an increase of 3.4 per cent. over 

he previous year. There Were 145,735 
able-bodied paupers on January 1, 1909, 
this vast army of unproductive consuin- 
ers having increased by 18486 in twelve 
months. The number of able-bodied men 
relieved on account of want of work or 
other temporary tauses increased during 
the same period by 133 per cent. The to- 
tal number of persons supported or as- 
sisted by the community is the highest 
recorded since 1872, although calculated 
in relation to the increase of poulation 
the proportion is lower. 

Cost of Poor Relief. 

The number of casual paupers has 
increased by 75 per cent. since 1900, Six- 
teen million pounds is expended annual- 
ly by the poor law authorities, and the 
distribution of the local authorities has 
risen to £60,000,000; in London alone 
some £10,000,000 is expended every year 
on charity. 

The outlook for the coming winter 
here is admittedly worse than last win- 
ter, when the authorities had to deal 
with a greater extent of unemployment 
than in any year since the Distress Com- 
mittees of the Local Government Board 
took up the hereulean task. During the 
winter of 1908-9 distress was twice as bad 
as in the preceding year, both as re- 
gards the total number of applications 
for work and the number of applications 
entertained. One in every eighty-five 
persons in districts covered by Distress 
Committees registered themselves as out 
of work last winter. Dae great majority 
of the applicants were under fifty years 
of age. 

The Tariff Reforn ary. 

These statistics are being paraded as 
a convincing argument by advocates of 
tariff reform. 

“Economically speaking,” it is de- 
clared, “the nation for years has been 
living on its capital and now is steering 
straight upon disaster, and regarded po- 
litically, the present conditions of unem- 
ployment and pauperism denote the 
failure of the Government to insure or 
Maintain national welfare and prospér- 
ity. A decision must be made between 
the Soptk of free trade or the progress- 
ive ryin of Great Britain.” 

Ta * reform thus is brought {v1 
the moment once more into the fore- 
ground, but there are no indications that 
it will be made the battle cry of the 
general election, which, in Liberal as 
well as in Conservative political clubs, 
it is generally agreed, will come before 
many months, possiby before the end of 
the year.

The elections were all keenly con- 
tested/and took up the whole after- 
noon, There were two candidates 
for the presidency, James Simpson 
and William Glockling, and there was 
a tight contest between them, the 
voto standing 55 for the latter and 
46 for the former. 

Invitations were received from Fort 
William, Guelph, and Brantford for 
the next meeting of the Congress, 
Fort William and Guelph being the 
contenders for the honor, ‘but the 
former won out with a good ma- 
jority. 

When the nomination for a frater- 
nal delegate was reached, Alphonse 
Verville, M.P., was nominated, but 
was forced to decline the honor, stat- 
ing that his parliamentary duties, 
which would open on November 10 
next, would preclude his attendance

It cannot be said that 
a clear line of demarcation separates the 
Conservatives and Liberal parties on the 
question of the fleet. Mr. Borden, the 
Conservative leader, is distinetly com- 
mitted to the formation of a Canadian 
fleet, but a section of the Conservative 
Press seoms inclined to force his hand 
and commit the party to the principle 
of an annual tribute for the support ot 
the British navy. The unvarying policy 
of that section of the press is in every 
fase to await Government action and 
then take the other side. Wherever ‘t 
is Possible, too, the impression is eon- 
veyed that the Government's course is 
dictated by Quebec, atid that it has ‘ts 
origin in “disloyalty” to British inter- 
ests. In this controvery on the fleet ao

Whatever may be the preferences of 
Quebec on the matter, we have no doubt 
as to what side English-speaking Canada 
will be found upon. There was a time 
when it was the accepted’ doctrine that 
colonials could not be wholly trusted 
with the management of any branch of 
their public service, Even the — post 
office until comparatively recent years 
was manned in its higher offices by civil 
servants appointed by the home govern- 
ment. No one will feel like regretting 
the fact. We got the services of ex- 
perienced officials, and at all events the 
Canadian Parliament eventually secured 
compete control over them and adiinis- 
tered the revenues which its own people 
raised, Every service of the Federal 
Government for more than a generation 
has been wholly under the direction of 
Varliament ,and the proposal that with 
respect to one national service we shall 
go back to the ancient regime could only 
be made by some belated Survivals of the 
Family Compaet days.

HAYWOOD DENOUNCED 
EXISTING CONDITIONS 


Notorious Mining Official Imp icuied 
in Governor Stuenenberg Murder 
Trial, Delivered Lecture in Cyt 
gary—Capitalists and Police At 
tacked -— Roosevelt Censured -- 
Socialism Preached. 


Calgary; September 23.—Sherman’s 
Hail held a crowd of about four 
hundred pedple to hear Mr. W. D. 
Haywood, the formes secretary of 


* the Western Federation of Miners. 


. Mr. Hilpwood is a fluent speaker 
and told the audience tales of the 
dayg of .the “‘bull pen’’ in Colorado 


* and of the Tate labor troubles which 


have been affecting the northwestern 
States. His tech all through 
showed bitter animosity, which er ald 
almost be said to amount to hatred 
of the capitalist class, and at one 
point he managed to work some of 
his audience up to such an extent 
that they actually applauded when 
he told of the death of a man in a 
runaway trolley car accident, because 
the man had taken a hind in some 
ob the labor troubles, helped to drive 
miners from the étate in which they 
weré working, and as a member of a 
citizens’ league invented buttons for 
the league members with the words, 
“They can’t come back,’’ inscribed 
on them, “That- man can’t come 
back now,” said Mr. Haywood in 
telling the story, pointing downwards 
in a significant manner, and members 
of the audience applauded vociferous- 
ly. ¢ 


The/speaker also showed a very 
bitter feeling against the , white 
officers who commanded the negro 
troops at some of the strikes. ‘Black 


as was the hide of the blackest nig- 
ger under them,” he said, “they were 
as driven snow alongside their white 
officers, who caused letters to be 
sent to the wives of the miners ask 


wing them to accept the negro soldiers 
a "| 


their companions.” _Ex-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt also came in for a 
great deal of harsh criticism. “Who 
Was it that sent the troops to Ari- 
zona, to Alaska and to Goldfield, Ne- 
vada?” asked Mr. Haywood, and in 
patirical tones himself guve the an- 
swer, “It was the winner of the 
$40,000 Nobel prize, the prince of 
peace who stepped in and interven 
ed in the Japanese-Russian war after 
the capitalist class thought the work- 
ing class had killed each other long 


enough. This same Roosevelt, who 
sent the soldiers to shoct down the 
strikers and to starve their wives 


and children. He ig rated as a brave 
man, but his act in writing a letter 
against us when we were on trial 
for our lifp was the act of a man who 
would dohberately kick another in 
the face when heSs lying gagged and 
helpless. It was the act of a man 
who would shoot a Spaniard in the 
back at San Juan Hill. In his 
own book he glories in such an act, 
and you can read his own words, 
‘with my. first shot L missed him, 
but f£ got him with my second, and 
1 thought my act was unique. 

You would think he was _ shoot- 
ing a rhinoceros instead of a human 


being. You people haye got that 
man now. Old Bwana Tumbo is in 
jritish Kast Africa. Keep him 


there, we don’t want him in Ameri- 
ca,” he said.= , : 

tn his description of the indigni- 
ties to which he was compelled to 
eubmit, together with Pettibone and 
Moyer, during their trial for com 
plicity in the murder of Governor 
Stunenberg, he went into detail at 
great length. ‘ 

The Stunenberg Trial. — 

“We Were accused of killing a 
man we had never seen, in a town 
1,000 miles away, which we had never 
visited,” he said. ‘All the corporis 
tions were against us, and even the 
United States mail was side-track- 
ed while they rushed us from Den- 
ver, Colorado, to Boise, Idaho. The 
railroads furnished the special train 
free, and we made the trip in twelve 
hours less than the express schedule. 
Arrived at Boise, we were taken in 
the Black Maria to the state pen 
tentiary, and there placed in the 
condemned cells with the death watch 
on guard over us, and this at a time 
when we had not even received our 
preliminary hearing. _ There were 
six cells in the place in which we 
were confined. I occupitd the first, 
a man since hung, the second, Petti- 
bone the third, a crazy man the 
fourth, Moyer the fifth, and a man 
serving a life sentence the sixth, 
Later we were taken to another jail 
in Ada county, where we were Con 
finéd in a steel cage in a solid ce- 
ment room. Here we were allowed 
to sleep,. but in the Idaho state 
penitentiary our food was doped, our 
sleep broken at half-hourly Inter 
vals by guayls who came along and 
flashed a light in our faces, and 
every effort made to wear us out, 

What a Detective Is. 

The detectives whom he accused of 
“trumping up the false evidence 
against us,’ came in for strong con 
demnation. “Do you know what 
a detective is?” he thundered, “I 
do; and I am going to tell you, and 
1 only hope there is a detective 1 
this audience to listen to me, so that 
he will know what I think of him, 
A detective is the lowest, meanest, 
yaost despicable thing that either 
creeps. or crawls. (Applause) | He 
will go inte the union, the business 
office, the home or anywhere else, 
and live, breed and thrive on the 
trouble of his own making. He is 
a maggot of his own corrupuen, 1 
tell ygu that the king and prince ol 
the-ffetectivés was born so crooked 
that theis own mothers bad to break 
their legs to enable them to lie in 
bed gtraight. I would take the 
hearts and gouls of 40,000 detectives 
and put them iiside the little hollow 
that rune through«every hair in a 
human being’s head, and if 1 shook 
that hair they would rattle, they are 
‘so small. You could pour them out 
on the guriace of a copper cent and 
the skin of a blueberry would cover 


them. They could play tag on one 
side of that cent and never run 
across one another in a thousand! 


years, lf a coyote ran across the 
carcass of a detective on the prairies 
he would run around ten miles to 
avoid it, and the buzzards would 


fly high when they came to it. Lat 
me tell you that when a detective 
dies he goes so low that he has to 
get a ladder to climb up into hell. 
I have heard a story of some that 
died #nd when they arrived at the 


abode of his Satanic majesty they 
were refused admittance, but Satan 
gave hiS satellites a bucket of red 


hot sulphar and told them to give it 
to the detectives with instructions to 
start a hell of their own outside, as 
there was no room for them in his 
kingdom. 

“You may say there are*good de- 
tectives You can take ‘the good 
points of all the detectives in the 
world and put them on the sma!) end 
of a hornet’s sting and the hornet 
would not know th® difference. You 
would not be able to see them with a 
microscope. That's what I think of 
a detective, and there is only one 
man worse, and that is the man who 
hires him,” he concluded. 

Votes for Women. 

Mr. Haywood is also an ardent be- 
liever in votes for women. He «aid 
that every man should go to every 
pol) and place the ballé%s in the 
hands of the women, 

'“In Alberta you think more of your 
Chinamen than of your women,” he 
said. ‘You give your Chinamen a 
vote, yet you refuse it to your wives 
and divghiets, whom you say you 
love. Give your women the vote, 
und right now tell the capitalists who 
have gone Dreadnought mad _ that 
you don’t propose to pay for any 
navy, that youQare too busy now 
trying to shake the soldiers off your 
backs. If the capitalists of the 
United States, Fort William’ and 
Nova Scotia can use the soldiers 
against the workers, the capitalists 
of Calgary can do the same thing, 
The Lee-Enfields and Ross rifles are 
not being made to dig potatoes with, 
and these Alberta Rangers, Rocky 
Mountain Rangers, Lighy Horse and 
civilian rifle elubs are just as ayail- 
able for use against the workers as 
they were in Fort William and are 
at the present time in Nova Scotia.” 

Question of Unemployed. 

At the outset Mr. Haywood said it 

gave him great pleasure to meet a 


Calgary audience of working men, 
as they were a part of that great 
working class movement the world 


had saved him and his 
comrades from a felon’s death. 

He dealt at length with present 
day problems in modern society, of 
which the unemployed question was 


over which 


easily the most pressing, and one 
which could only be solved by, the 
working class themselves, and that 


only in a way that would wreck the 
capitalist system. 

The presidential candidates in the 
last United States elections had 
no remedy, Taft referring the starv- 
ing workers to God and Bryan choop- 
ing to approach the matter hesitat- 
ingly and deliberately. The prehi- 
bition party’s remedy ‘was , for the 
starving man to stop drinking. He 
agreed with Taft when asked for a 
solution, that God knew, but if He 
did He must have told the Socialist 
party, as they also knew. 

The god of capitalism was gold, and 
the password was . graft, “and let 
there be no mistake,” said Mr. 
Haywood, “graft is as prevalent in 
Canada as it is in the United States, 
and in fact in political circles every- 
where, 

“The working class should spurn 
charity and demand justice; no man 
had a rigut to starve; if he does 
starve he is committing suicide, and 
that is against the law.” ; 

Workingmen and women, he said, 
deserved the best of everything. So- 
cialists did not favor dividing up 
they had done that long enough; 
they wanted all they created, and 
they would be fairer than the capit- 
alists, for they would: give them the 
chance to go to work alongside the 
rest of the. workers. Labor created 
all wealth, while capital creates no- 
thing but crime, misery and ail the 
rest of the evils attendant on 
civiilzation today. nt 

In referring to present day politics, 
Mr, Haywood said that he would 
have the parliaments changed from 
political junkshops — to industrial 
workshops. Human life ought te 


be more valuable than private pr? 
perty, but was it today? A look 
around would show that quite the 


reverse was the case. 

He further quoted utterances of J. 
Pierpont Morgan, President Taft and 
Mackenzie. King, Canada’s minister 
of labor, to prove that there was wat 
between capital and labor, 

The Question of Wars. 

Proceeding to questions of wars 
between natious, he said they were 
fights between armed mols of 
workers to create a market for 
those surplus goods which the work- 
ers did not get wages enough to 
buy back 

In Chicago today 30,000 babies were 
starving, yet between them and the 
bountiful harvests stood the various 
trusts demanding toll of the produc- 
ers, Chattel slavery was in a sense 
more preferable to wage slavery. In 
the old days the slave would run 
away from his master, but today the 
slave ran after his boss to beg bm 
for a job, and if he had no job to 
give him he could die for all the boss 
cared, How different to the old days 
when the ‘slave was of some value 
and had some measure of care taken 
of him. 

Mr, Haywood then went Qn to des- 
cribe the various labor struggles in 
the west, previous to the one in 
which he was the central figure. 

The relating of the unspeakable 
outrages perpetrated on the miners 
and their wives and families caused 
adeep indignation in the audience, 
and when he coupled Roosevelt's 
name along with the mine owners as 
being the instigator of these crimes, 
the crowd expressed their approval 
by outbursts of applause. His des- 
cription of the processes gone through 
in what he termed “the damnable 
conspiracy to railread innocent men 
to the gallows, and smash up an 
organization which tad been pus 
cessful jn bettering working class 
conditions,” was almost incredible. 
“Men railroaded out of the state, 
women outraged, murders carried 
out, every erime in thet calendar was 
committed by these defenders of law 
and order, the Citizens’ Alliance and 
their allies, the militia. From Roose- 
velt down the effort was “eoncerted 
with that one result in mind, the 
crushing of the Federation of 


Miners,” eaid Mr. Haywood. That 
the plot was emashed and his life 
saved was due to the united efforts 


of the working class, and to them he 
owed heartfelt thanks, and in turn 
they, owed it to him to heed his 
words, unite industrialiy and politi- 
cally, elect Socialists, and finally 
rule their own world, have the pro- 
ducts of their own creating and 
henceforth own no master. 


TO GRIND CANADIAN WHEAT. 


Border Millers May Now Mill Wheat 
in Bond and Export Flour. 


Minneapolis, Sept. 23—Minneapolis 
flour mills will again be grinding Can- 
adian Wheat before another crop has 
been raised ia the United Sates. This 
is the opinion of millers whe have 
given close study to the new tariff 
bill and the drawback provisions 
therein. The great obstacle in the 
way of handling the imported raw 
material has been the disposal of the 
by-product. The bonding law on the 
statute books prior to the passage of 
the new tariff bil) held that the @n- 
tire product of imported wheat should 
be exported and the plan was there- 
fore practically unworkable. The 
mille of “Minneapolis did grind con- 
siderable wheat in bond and under 
the drawback regulation but that was 
ima time Of extraordinary general \is- 
arrangement of ‘the workd’s prices, 

The drawback provisions now apply- 
ing to the millers and which will be 
particularly important to the mills of 
Minneapolis, Duluth, Buffalo, New 
York and other centres close,to the 
Canadian border will permit the miller 
to enter the world’s markets, ‘buy 
wheat, grind it in bond and export 
flour. The ‘by-product may then be 
taken from the bonded mill and sald 
for domestic consumption upon pay- 
ment by the miller of the duty pet 
would be assessed by the government 
if the by-products had been imported. 
The millers were coritending for this 
while the tarifi bill was tbefore con- 
gress.

DYING TIGRESS DROWNED 


With Blood Streaming From Flanks 
She Leaped Into Sea. 


Marseilles Sept. 23.—The hunt along 
the waterfront af Marseilles for th? 
Royal Bengal tigress that escaped 
trom a steamer in the harbor the day 
before yesterday came to a dramatic 
end this morning when the animal 
ncttally’ wounded and with the blood 
streaming from her flanks fled from 
her mob of pursuers and with enorm- 
ous bounds gained the waterfront. 
Then as if still determine to foil her 
enemies she sprang into the sea and 
was drowned. 

During the hunt this morning the 
beast suddenly leaped out from its 
hiding place among the rocks and 
charged a group of workmen who had 
gathered on one of the stone docks, 
The men ded precipitately. The anim- 
al then took refuge against a pile of 
nferchandise. Her pursuers assem- 
bled and with flaming torches she was 
driven from this last shelter. As sii 
ran she was an easy target for a hail 
of bullets several of which carried 
mortal injuries.

CANADA'S WAVE OF PROSPERITY. 


Ogilvie Flour Mills Plan to Locate Mill 
at\ Fort William. 


Fort William, Sept. 28—“Canada from 
east to west, is undergoing a wave of 
prosperity that gives every indication 
of solidity from the ground up,’ said F. 
W. Thompson, vice-president and gener- 
al manager of the Ogilvie Flour Mills 
Co, Limited, Montreal, who has come 
west for the purpose of deciding upon a 
site for a new flour mills of at least 3,000 
barrels, a day capacity. Mr. Thompson 
arrived in Fort William this morning 
with H. 8, Holt, president of the Mon- 
treal Heat, Light and Power company. 
“T cannot at this time make public the 
full details of our plans as regards the 
construction of a new mill in the West,” 
said Mr. Thompson to the Free Press 
correspondent. “It is our intention to 
buid a mill and if our plans do not amis- 
carry, construction will not Idng be de- 
layed.” 


CRUSHED TO DEATH BY ELEVATOR 


Iceland Carpenter Killed in Accident in 
Winnipeg. 


Winnipeg, Sept. 23—John Halgurson, 
aged 40, an Icelander, was fatally injured 
in the MeClary Mfg. Company's build- 
ing this afternoon. Halgurson was 4 
carpenter and was employed in building 
the upper storeys of the building which 
was recently gutted by fire. Having c- 
casion to leave the second floor for the 
first Halgurson was returning on an 
elevator and attempted to get off while 
it was moving. He became entangled 
some way and before the attendant could 
stop the apparatus Halgurson was crush- 
ed against the iron girder abeve, He was 
rushed to the hospital, where he died ‘n 
a few minutes, his ribs being crushed 
against the heart.

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ROCKIES CONQUERED 
BY TUNNEL AT FIELD 


Colossal Work of C.P.R. in Driving 
Spiral Tunnel 1 Mount- 
ains—Great Piece of Work of This 
Character Ever Accomplished in 
Canada. 


—s 


Work has just been completed on 
the most colossal piece of tunnetling 
work that has ever been attempted 
in Canada in the finishing at the two 
famous spiral tunnels on the main 
line of the Canadian’ Pacific between 
Field and Hector, which will add sev- 
eral miles to the length of the track, 
together with over a mile of tunnel- 
ling and a couple of bridges, but will 
so cut the “Big Hill” grade as to 
more than double the tractive power 
of the locomotives, While the work 
meant the excavation of nearly thre>- 
quarters of a million of cubie yards 
of virgin rock, the employment 
4 a thousand men for nearly two 
years, the boring of about a mile 
anda half of tunnels through moun- 
tains ten thousand feet high, and the 
building of two bridges over the Kick- 
ing Horse River, it is estimated that 
it will prove a splendid investment 
for the C, P. R., as it will reduce 
this big giade from 4.5 to a maxi- 
mum of 2.2. This will mean that the 
biggest obstacle to the running «1 
trains over the Rocky mountains has 
been removed, and that in future on 
this section of the line two enginés 
will be able to do much more work 
than four engines have hitherto been 
able to do at much less expende to 
the company, and with an almost 
complete elimination of the ever-pro- 
sent risk to life of operating trains 
on a steep grade 

James A/ Macdonell, head ‘of the 
Vancouver firm of Macdonell, Gzow- 
ski & Co., who had the contract for 
constructing this big work, stated 
that the whole work had been com- 
pleted, so far as.the contractors were 
concerned, sOme days ago, and that 
the miles of tunnels and cutting had 
been turned over to the company, All 
that now remained, said Mr. Mac- 
donell, was to complete the ballasting 
and track-laying, and then this im- 
portant improvement to the main line 
would be ready, for trains, 

“Tis improvement,”’ said Mr. Mue- 
donell, “has meant 8 1-2 miles of 
work, of which 1 1-2 miles were tun- 
nelled under mountains of ten thous- 
and feet of more, While it inereacss 
the length of the line by 4 1-4 miles, 
at a cost of about $1,500,000, it will 
mean the reduction of the grade from 
4.5 to 2.2 at the worsg point, while 
the general grade will be less than 2 
per cent. 

“The result of this will be that 
where on the old track with its big 
grade it took four engines to’ handle 
a train, now only two engines will 
be needed; and where the four engines 
used to be able to make four or five 
miles an hour, the two engines on the 
new line will be able to make 25. tn 
this way the cost of operating a train 
over this difficult picee of ling will be 
cut to about one-titird of present cost, 
with an improvement in the time of 
running, while the element of danger, 
inseparablefrom high grades, has beea 
practically elimated. It is these 
factors whieh have indueed the C. 
P. R. to go to'such tremendous ex- 
pense to cut out the famous ‘Big 
Hill’ grade.”’ 

But in brief, the work which has 
now been completed is as’ follows .— 
Length of two tunnels, 1 1-4 milés; 
length of cutting outside of tunnels, 
7 miles; inerease in length of track, 
4 1-4 miles; reduction in grade, from 
4.5 to 2.2; approximate cost of the 
work, $1,500,000; number of men em- 
ployed, about 1,900 with complete 
outfit of steam equipment; time of 
work, twenty months, from Octover 
1907 to July 1909; rock. removed, 
about 650,000 cubie yards. 

To cut out this enormous amount 
of rock, of which there were 500,060 
cubic yards in opea cutting and 150,- 
00 cubic yards in the tunnelling, an 
unprecedented amount of _ blasting 
was done, During the twenty months 
of work Mr. Macdonell stated that no 
less than 75 carloads of dynamite 
had been used, or upwards: of 1,500,- 
000 pounds of the explosive. The 
cost of this unthinkable quantity of 
explosive alone came to over $259,- 
000. 

The conformation of the new track, 
said Mr. Maedonell, is mést peculiar. 
Coming from the east, the road first 
enters the western corkscrew tunnel 
of 3,200 feet, under Cathedral Moun- 
tain. Emerging from the tunnel twist 
the track runs back east, across the 
Kicking Horse river, and ‘then enters 
the eastern spiral tunnel! of 2,910 ‘eet 
under Wapta Mountain, ,and after 
deseribing an elliptic curve emerges 
to again ecross the Kicking Horse 
westward. The whole thing is a per- 
fect maze, the railway deubling back 
upon itself twice, Honeling under 
mountains and crossing the river 
twice in order to cut down the grade 
The two tunnels alone involved an 
excavation $f 130,000 cubie yards >i 
rock, while over 500,00@ yards wer 
blasted out in the other cuttings, 

During the tunnel work the con- 
tractors for the first time in Canada 
operated steam shoyels by compress- 
ed air, one of these machines being 
installed at the working head in each 
tunnel, the cutting being worked from 
opposite ends. Despite the compti- 
ested work caused by the spiral shay» 
of the tunnels, they met exactly, and 
the work has been completed with 
marvellous exactness. 

This is not merely the greatest piec: 
of tunnelling ever attempted in Cana- 
da, but the first introduction of this 
spiral system of gunnels on this con- 
tinent. The successful completion o* 

, a : 
so vast a work is regarded with relief 
by the officials of the C.PUR., and th 
contractors have been congratulated 
on all sides over their work, the moe, 
so that it was executed in so shart 
a period of time, and without a s'n- 
gle strike among-¢ the employees.
